“These men were handed over to 
the Japanese for questioning . and 
they made confessions implicating 
themselves which they later retracted 
when they were: returned to the

Alleged Torture 


“A aarning proclamation was 
made by the British authoritics on 
June’ 7 that any further acts of 
violence would be dealt with by 
handing over those concerned to the, 
de facto authorities for trial or by 
expulsion from the Concession, 

“Phe four men in question were 
arrested before ‘this proclamation was 
Issued and, in the absence of evidence 
connecting them with the crime— 
other than thelr own confessions 
which they alleged they made while 
under torture—-the British Govern- 
ment docs not feel justified in order- 
ing them to bo handed over to thd 
local district Court". 

“The British Consul General ace 
cordingly informed his Japanese 
colleague that the four men would be 

‘held by him pending the production 
of: further evidence, falling which 


they would. be “expelled from the] - 


Concession,” contlnucd Mr. Butler. 
“Two other men found in possession 
of ‘n bomb were handed over to the 
Japanese: authorities, -.- rs 
- “Any further offences will be dealt 
with under the terms of the British 
proclamation. The Japanese have 
indicnted that ‘they consider this 
reply ‘to ‘ke™ unsatisfactory and 
mensures have already been taken to 
remove.

The claimant, Mr. Leo Spirideon Delitz, of Greencroft Gar- 
dens, Hampstend, stated to be a well-known painter in Vienna, 


who was on a_ visit to England at 


the time of the Anschluss 


and had not returned since, sought to recover £212 10s. 


Mr, C. R.. Havers, K.C., for 
the plaintiff, said that according 
to Mr. Delitz he was commis- 
sioned by Lady Cunliffe-Owen: to 
paint the portraits at an agreed 
fee of 1256 guineas for each and 
£50 was paid on account. 


Lady Cunliffe-Owen’s defence was 
that she commissioned Mr. Delitz to 
. paint the portraits in olf on canvas 
at a fee of £100 for ench, and an 
ngreement to pay a further £50 if, 
after the portraits were painted, she 
considered them exceptionnlly good, 


She complained that the portralts 
were pulnted on board and there had 
been a suggestion that they were 
partly In off and partly water. There 
was no foundation for the latter suge 
gestion, which, he understood, was 
no longer pers!sted in. 


ALLEGATION UNFOUNDED 


Mr. Gilbert Paull, K.C. (for Lady|- 


Cunliffe-Owen): That allegation was 
made beenuse of certain’ opinions 
which we recelyed, but we are satis- 
fled that the portraits were in fact 
painted In oll, . 


Mr. Havers said it wos also part 
of Lady Cunllife-Owen’s defence that 
she had the right to reject the’ por- 
tralts and be repaid the £50, She 
now counterciInimed for that amount. 


Mr. Detitz admitted that Essex 
Board Ieft over after the roofing of 
the barn at Sunningdale Park was 
used for the portralts, und would say 
that Lady Cunliffe-Owen Icnew this 
at the time and raised no objection. 

The plaintiff had been a painter in 
Viennu for 35 years, and a member 
of the Viennese Academy since 1912.

FAMOUS PATRONS 


Amony distinguished Austrians 
whom he had painted were Countess 
Sturhemberg and Dr, Schuschnigg.

FEARED MICE DAMAGE 


Lady Cunilffe-Owen was present 
almost every day while he was 
painting the first portralt, which was 
Onished on April 24, and It was not 
until May 2, when he started the 
second, that she made any complaint 
about the board. 


She sitld that‘if the pieture fell 
down it might get a hote in it. Mr. 
Delltz explained that a hole in board 
was more easily mended than a hole 
rin canvas, 


When Lady* Cunllffe-Owen said 
that the mice might get at it and 
that It would not last, he said that 
he would repair any damage free of 
charge, 


Eventually she sald she would 
aecept the pictures, but added, "I 
don't advise you to use ft for other 
people, They would not like It be- 
cnuse It is cheap.” He replied that 


it was the best thing for large pic- 
tures. 

When Mr. Delitz gave evidence 
Mr, Justice Singleton left his seat to 
Inspect the frst portrait, and asked, 
“Did Lady Cunlitfe-Owen like It be- 
fore you put the dog in or after?” 


Mr. Delitz: The dog was ‘sketched 
in. 
* “You are 
are you?" 
lnughter. 


Mr. Delitz replied that he was not, 
because the dom looked "wooden." 
He added that Lady’ Cunliffe-Owen 
used to bring guests into the studio

““NOT A REFUGEE" 


Further questioned, Mr. Delitz 
sald that. while he was painting the 
second portrait Lady Cunliffe-Owen 
discussed with him the possibility of 
mice damaging the board, He as- 
sured her there were no mice in the 
house ‘and “everything was all 
right.” 

Mr, Paull: Did you ask Lady Cun- 
Hiffe-Owen to keep the portraits as 
you hoped to get your wife and 
children over to this country from 
“Austria? ~ —

Warning To Japan 


The Japanese blockade of the 
British Concession in Tientsin 
ollicially came into operation this 
morning, and no one can con- 
template the eventual outcome 
of this action with anything but 
alarm, The future of all foreign 
Concessions in China may well be 
in the melting pot. Japan has 
not altempted to hide her inten- 
tions, which include the virtual 
elimination of the Western 
Powers as powerful political and 
commercial factors in China. 
The blockade of Tientsin with, 
presumubly, the final object -of 
acquiring control of the foreign 
settlements, may be the signal 
for the attempted realisation of 
Japan's ultimate aspirations, 

The importance of the Tien- 


-tsin_blockade -is..more -futurable- 


than immediate, and any success 
which the Japanese may gain in 
this project is likely. to mean 
more to them psychologically 
than materially. Japan places 
greater importance on securing 
control of the Shanghai Interna- 
tional Settlement than in bring- 
ing the British Concession in 
Tientsin to its knees, but in 
achieving the latter she will 
gain confidence in attempting 
the former, - Lord Elibank’s 
warning in the House of Lords 


-on Monday that’ the. Japanese 


were planning a coup in Shang- 
hai for July 7 may have been 
prompted more by a sense of the 
dramatic than by a knowledge of 
facts, but his statement acquires 
particular significance when it ig 
considered together with the 
persistent: Japanese hints, both 
official and inspired.

I do know, however, that the 
Russian naval base in the ‘Bal- 
tic, Kronstadt, is the most secret 
naval dockyard jn the world. 
No civilian is allowed to live 
there‘unless he has special police 
permission, no Russian, unless 
he. is an official, is allowed - to 
visit Kronstadt, and no foreigner 
has ever been there since Stalin 
has been in: power. 


Russia fought hard to retain 
Estonia, Latvia, and Lithuania, 
but these new States, helped 
with British and French war 
material, defeated the Bolshe- 
viks, as we called the Russian 
Army in those days. 

Now the threat to the inde- 
pendence of these new Baltic 
States is believed to have ghift- 
ed from enst to west, and Rus- 


sia’s Baltic interests compel her,, 


so as to avoid having a common 
frontier with Germany, to help 
retain the independence of these 
Baltic countries 
them as buffer-States,

of Austria and Czecho-Slovakia 
began the German encirclement 
of Poland; the annexation of 
Memelland, a part of Lithuania, 
continued it; if Germany an- 
nexes the remainder. of 
Lithuania, Poland will bo held in 
a powerful German vice, 

The Danzig question is a mat- 
ter of current politics, and all 
I would say under this heading 
is that, having watched the 
gradual infiltration of German 
interests back into this former 
German Baltic Port, I am at a 
loss to understand how anybody 
can have any reasonable doubt 
that Germany, éither by direct 
negotiation with Poland or by a 
coup da force, will fail to reunite 
Eastern Prussia with Germany 
proper, vie the Danzig bridge. 

Denmark preserved her neu- 
trality through four years. of 
hell and secured for herself the 
province of Schleswig, which was 
returned to her after the Allies 
held a plebiscite-in the territory 
Germany held, 

Denmark . to-day consists of 
17,144 square miles. of territory 
and a population. which is in- 
ferior to that of London, but, re- 
mark this, the coastline of Den- 


mark is equal to the constline of

Spurious Coins Argument 


Lau Hel-yuk, complainnnt, said he 
had an argument regarding spurious 
coins with a bus’ conductor while on 
the way to Hunghom on April 23, 
tind suggested that they all go to the 
Police Station. After a number of 
inquiries had been made, he was 
taken out of the dock and taken to 
the Chinese detective’s room by the 
interpreter, Un Shul-ki. They “were 
followed into the room about a 
minute later by Edwards.

Questioned by. Mr, Hugh-Jones, 
Lau sald the $10 note which he had 
on him at the time of his arrest was 
returned to him In the charge room 
that morning, 

Did you not then rentise that you 
were not to be charged?—No, .

n serious matter. I suggest that 
what was said was a warning that 
handling out bad coins was ao seri- 
ous offence?—-No, He sold it was a 
very serious matter.

There was nothing In the attitude 
or bearing of the Inspector which 
was in the nature of threatening?— 
No. He just sat there. 

Wong To, bus conductor, sald Lau 
boarded his bus in Jordan Road and 
tendered two ten-cent coins which 
were bad. A $10 note wns even- 
tually tendered, but he refused to 
change It as he had no change. Lau 
refused to get off the bus, so they 
went to the Hunghom Police statlon. 
He‘ was told to leave the statlon by 
the Inspector after he had made o 
statement. Lou was: in the dock 
when he left. 

Sergeant R. Grainger, treasury de- 
partment, said he went to the Yau- 
mutl Pollcd station on June § when 
he was handed two ten-cent pieces 
by Sub-Inspector C, Mottram.

Mr. C. R. Havers, K.C., for

£50 was paid on account. 


Lady Cunliffe-Owen's defence was 
that she commissioned Mr. Delitz to 
polnt the portraits in ofl on canvas 
at a fee of’ £100 for ench, and an 
agreement to pay a further £50 if, 
after the portralts were painted, she 
considered them, exceptionally yood.

N.Y., in 1039, the game has become 
popular in every part of the world. 
I cannot find any reference os to 
when it was first played in Hongkong, 
but it must have been many, many 
years ago.

On her 
return to France she continued to Jive 
for them in prayer, offcring to God 
her sufferings on ‘behalf of the in- 
stitutions she had left {n Honglcong.

+I have been given to understand 
: thelr 
case in writing and. forwarded It to 
the local press, and that this attempt 
to justify thelr action has been 
entirely ignored, Possibly thelr 
English was not up to high-brew 
standard, but it could scarcely have 
been worse than many of the puerile, 
fantastic effusions which, unhappily, 
find thelr way Into the corres- 
pondence columns of at Icast one 
Jocal newspaper. I trust that. in 
common falrness, the “Hongkong
